The Labor Minister sounded 
the warning when addressing a 
special meeting of the Kanto 
Federation of Employers Associ- 
ations, local chapter of the Japan 
Federation of Employers ‘A8so- 
ciations (Nikkeiren). 

Ishida also said the ranks of 
unemployed might increase by 
some 200,000 to 250,000 by the 
end of this year. 

He predicted that some 300,- 
000 of the students graduating 
next spring would fail to find 
jobs. Of the total number of 
students graduating next year, 
some 1,000,000 were expected to 
seek jobs, he said. 

Ishida said the Government 
would enforce applicable labor 
laws strictly if labor unions take 
actions detrimental to public 
welfare and interest. 

At the same time, Ishida urg- 
ed employers to get rid of out- 
dated methods of labor manage- 
ment. 

Nikkeiren’s Kanto branch 
held a special meeting at the In- 
dustry Club in Tokyo yesterday 
to discuss measures to be taken 
against the heralded autumn 
labor offensive and heard a 
Jabor expert of its parent or- 
ganization predict the eventual 
disintegration of the powerful 
reneral Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo) and a dissen- 
sion on the labor front. 

Akio Igarashi, chief of the 
Labor Management Department 
of the Japan Federation of Em- 
ployers Associations (Nikkei- 
ren), decldred there were many 
discrepancies in Sohyo’s policies 
and actions and said that it was 
steadily becoming isolated from 
international labor movements. 

He predicted that while wage 
disputes in private industries 
were expected to intensify, their 
scale .,ould not exceed that of 
this year’s spring offensive.

1,000 Said Killed

Contract Due 
To Be Signed 


A new master labor contract 
on employment of Japanese and 
foreign nationals in Japan by 
U.S. military authorities, is ex- 
pected to be signed between 
the Japanese and U.S. Govern- 
ments next Friday after ap- 
proval by the Cabinet which 
is slated to meet today. 

The agreement which will 
become binding as of Oct. 1 was 
approved at the vice-ministers 
conference held yesterday, 

Under negotiation for the 
last five vears, the new contract 
was recently adopted by the 
U.S.Japan Joint Committee, It 
sets forth the principle of co- 
management of labor = and 
respect for Japanese labor reg- 
ulations, 

It will be signed by Kentaro 
Uemura, head of the Procure- 
ment Agency, for the Japanese 
Government and Emanuel Gor- 
don, contracting officer of the 
Japan Procurement Agency, for 
the U.S. Forces in Japan. 


The new labor contract is 
highlighted bv the following re- 
Visions: 

1, While dismissals, wage in- 
crease, relocation and other per- 
sonnel matters for Japanese em- 
ploves earlier have been decid- 
ed by the U.S. forces alone, the 
new contract will establish a 
joint Japan-U.S. control formula, 


If agreement should not be 
reached on the spot, the case 
would be referred to competent 
organs of higher levels or even- 
tually to the Japan-U.S. Joint 
Committee for final decision.

Japan, Soviet 
Begin Trade 
Negotiations 


Japan and the Soviet Union 
opeied trade talks in Tokyo 
yesterday—the first such nego 
tietions between the two coun- 
tries since 1941, 


At the initial one-hour ses- 
sion at the Foreign Office, open- 
ing speeches were made by 
chief Japanese delegate Sadao 
Hirose, a Foreign Office official 
with minister’s rank and his 
Soviet counterpart, l. F. Semi- 


chastnov, acting Minister of 
Foreign Trade. 
This vas followed by the 


drawing up of working procedu- 
res for the negotiations, schedul- 
ed to start in earnest today. 

Hirose in his opening 
speech expressed his belief that 
a mutually satisfactory agree- 
ment could be reached before 
too long, since both parties are 
agreed on the need to expand 
trade between the two nations. 

He admitted, however, that 
a number of problems would 
have to’ be thrashed out at the 
current, talks, which were tak- 
ing place after many years ot 
trade vacuum and _ violent 
vicissitudes in the relations be- 
tween the two countries, 

He called it “very unnatural” 
that the trade between the two 
netions was almost Nnegiigible 
at present, in view of their 
historical and geographical re- 
lationships. 

Semichastnov promised in his 
speech to strive to bring about 
an agreement acceptable to both 
countries, 


There is need, he continued, 
to settle legal, financial and 
various other problems through 
the conclusion of a _ proper 
treaty or agreement in order to 
regularize mutual trade, 


It is significant, he said, that 
both Japanese traders and So- 
viet foreign trade organs are 
interested in stepping up 
mutual trade. 


At today’s session, both par- 
ties are expected to reveal their 
basic stands on the matter. 

Japan’s plan will be, accord- 
ing to informants: , 

1. Conclusion of a short-term 
—possibly one year—trade and 
payments agreement, without 
taking up the question of a 


treaty of commerce and naviga- 


tion, 

2. A trade volume at 30 mil- 
lion dollars each way. 

3. Cash settlement in pound 
sterling. 

Informants believed the So- 
viet delegation would not bring 
up the commerce and naviza- 
tion treaty issue at the current 
talks. 

The informants added it was 
likely that the Soviet delega- 
tion would also propose a study 
into the possibility of exehang- 
ing trade missions, in addition 
to steps to ensure a balanced 
trade between the two countries.

“We may ask him to repre- 
sent Japan at the GATT meet- 
ing though,” he said. 

Informed sources believed 
Aichi was reflecting the views 
of Prime Minter Kishi and 
Foreign Minister Fujiyama. 

The same sources said Kishi 
was wary of letting Kono dis- 
cuss vital issues with U.S. Gov- 
ernment leaders because it 
would give the impression that 
Japan’s diplomacy was run by 
two parties—Kishi and Fuji- 
yama on the one hand and 
Kono on the other. 

Kishi was reportedly plan- 
ning to limit Kono’s mission to 
the GATT conference, it Kono 
does go abroad. 

Kono, for his part, is said 
to be more interested in meet- 
ing U.S, leaders than in attend- 
ing the GATT conference. 

The sources said he Was an- 
xious to convince the U.S. lead- 
ers that he is not as tolerant 
of communism as his opponents 
have claimed.

NEW YORK (AP) — Arch- 
bishop Makarios, Brilish-exiled 
Greek ethnarch of Cvprus, ar- 
rived Thursday for a_three- 
month visit to “enlighten the 
American people on the Cyprus 
question.” 

Makarios, 44, a passenger on 
the liner Queen Frederica, said 
he would not ask to be receiv- 
ed by President Eisenhower or 
Secretary of State Dulles. 

Makarios plans to confer with 
New York Governor Averell 
Harriman at the governor's 
town house. He also is sched- 
uled to confer with Mavor Rob- 
ert F. Wagner. 

He said he planned to devote 
part of his time here to lobby- 
ing on behalf of Cypriot inde- 
pendence at the forthcoming 
session of the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

He said he hoped the U.N. 
would adopt a resolution apply- 
ing the principle of self-deter- 
mination to Cyprus.

—The U.N. General Assembly 
agreed Thursday to continue its 
Hungarian debate in a special 
night meeting as nation after 
nation took the floor to de 
nounce the Soviet Union for 
“brutal repression” of the Hun- 
garian people.

Labor Minister Hirohide Ishida 
told leaders of Zenro (Japan 
Trade Union Congress) yester- 
day that the Government was 
planning to ask for revision of 
the Public Enterprise Labor 
Relations Adjustment Law at 
the next ordinary Diet session. 

He made the statement at a 
meeting with Minoru ~Takita, 
Zenro’s chairman and _ other 
union officials.

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Japan’s Low-Paid Worker

The industrial revolution in 
the 18th century resulted in the 
birth of the lower working class. 
While in many capitalistic coun- 


tries the social status of the 
working class has been eievated 
Japan’s capitalistic productivity 
has 
cheap labor. 

The fact that 60 per cent of 
Japan’s labor force of 17,110,000 
salary and wage earners are 
paid less than ¥12,000 monthly 
before taxes, proves the low 
living standard of the average 
Japanese families. 

Among the 17,110,000 employ- 
ed 7.1 per cent receive a month- 
ly pay of less than ¥4,000; 28.9 
per cent between ¥4,000 and 
¥8,000; 19.5 per cent between 
¥8,000 and ¥12,000; 16.2 per cent 
between ¥12,000 and ¥16,000; 
9.2 per cent between ¥16,000 
and ¥20,000; 7.5 per cent be- 
tween ¥20,000 and ¥24,000; 4.7 
per cent between ¥24,000 and 
¥28,000; 2.8 per cent between 
¥28,000 and ¥32,000 and 4 per 
cent over ¥32,000. 

Pay Not High 

Even for male laborers em- 
ployed at large-scale manufac- 
turing firms where over 1,000 
are employed pay is not high. 
For instance out of 699,421 
workers 54,806 receive more 
than ¥32,000 and 45,679 between 
¥22,000 and ¥32,000. The larg- 
est percentage is in the wage 
bracket between ¥12,000 and 
¥20,000 monthly. 

The pay is much smaller at 


medium and _ small-scale _ fac- 
tories and companies. 
Regarding ages male em- 


ployes between 40 and 50 are 
paid the highest followed by 
those between 35 and 40 years 
of age. 

It is evident that men over 
30 who are paid ¥12,000 or less 
cannot support their families as 
they are mostly married and 
usually have one or two chil- 
dren. 

According to last year’s in-

vestigations the number of male 
day laborers increased greatly 
while the number of regular 
salary earners did not show 
much increase as compared 
with 1951. The decrease of the 
unemployed does not necessarily 
mean, however, that the em- 
ployment situation has turned 
for the better. 


Help Family Budget 


According to study by the 
Women’s and Minor’s Bureau 
of the Labor Ministry in connec- 
tion with 108 low wage ecarn- 
ing families residing in the 
slum area in Edogawa in Tokyo, 
36.4 per cent are employed as 
farm hands; 17.6 per cent at 
small shops and factories; 8.1 
per cent as day laborers while 
5.4 per cent are salary earners. 


While the families whose 
breadearners are employed by 
large or medium-scale industri- 
al firms depend on one person’s 
earning, those who belong to the 
lower strata of society are sup- 
ported by the combined earnings 
of more than one member of 
the family. 

In such families even children 
going to elementary and junior 
high schools must help the 
family budget by working part 
time or a period of time by stay- 
ing away from school. Only 
two boys out of the 108 families 
go to senior high night schools 
while the other families cannot 
afford to send their children to 
school after compulsory educa- 
tion has been completed. 


Mostly for Food 


While 41.9 per cent of the 
jaborers belonging to the lower 
woiking class make less than 
¥10,000 monthly the percentage 
of those earning the same 
amount in the middle and small- 
scale industrial plants is 5.5 per 
cent. The percentage is much 
smaller with those employed by 
large firms, showing that the 
Jarger the firms the better paid 
are the laborers. 

In the low-wage earning fami- 
lies the head of the family con- 


tributes 40 to 58 per cent of the 
household budget. The deficit 
must be made up with the earn- 
ings by other members of the 
family with the result that 
housewives and children must 
work. 


The living expense per person 
in the lower working class is 
less than ¥2,000 a month, an 
amount equal to that given to 
the jobless according to the 
Livelihood Protection Law. 
Fifty-eight per cent are living 
on ¥2,000-¥3,000 per person 
monthly. 


Only ¥52.90 to ¥93.63 per per- 
son per day is allowed in the 
budget for three meals and 
other foodstuffs. As the com- 
bined family income including 
the earnings by more than one 
member of the family is small, 
a large part of the income must 
go for food and little is left for 
emergency such as loss of jobs 
and illnesses. 


Hand to Mouth 


Laborers with only elemen- 
tary education have little 
chance to improve their living 
conditions. Moreover, particul- 
arly those employed by small 
industrial plants and wage 
earners have no security. They 
live huad te mouth and their 
future is not guaranteed as 
there is no such thing as a re 
tirement fund. 

White collar 
much better off in Japan. 
Employes of large industrial 
firms can expect a lump sum 
payment at retirement. For 
instance after 30 years of serv- 
ice workers with a university 
education receive ¥2,652,300; 
graduates of former universities 
¥2,674,100; graduates of former 
colleges ¥2,315,700, graduates of 
senior high schools ¥1,807,600, 
graduates of the defunct middle 
schools ¥1,724,100 and :nanual 
laborers ¥1,196,000. When em- 
ployes quit on their own the 
amount of retirement fund is 
a ,ittle less than the above 
mentioned.

Ryukikai Artists

Japan’s most independent ar- 
tists are displaying examples 
of their independence at the 
Mitsukoshi Department Store, 
Nihonbashi, until Sunday. 
‘This group of 18 artists call 
themselves Ryukikai, which 
means to get out of a rut. 

While most art showings are 
selected by critics and juries, 
the Ryukikai are so independ- 
ent they do their own choos 
ing. 

a extremely select group, 
artists are chosen for member- 
ship after unanimous selection 
by all members. Once the 
group has given this stamp of 
approval to an artist, he is con- 
sidered qualified to make his 
own decisions. There are no 
schools or trends in the Ryuki- 
kai group. Abstractists work 
beside realists and nobody tries 
to convert the other, It is per- 
haps the only truly democratic 
art movement in history. 

The group was started in 
protest to restrictions in the 
usual art showings.

Putting Backswing 


Let's hold today’s lesson 
down to just the backswing 
with the putter and the posi- 
tion of the clubface during it.

The heads and 
sales managers of KLM will 
come to Tokyo from Karachi, 
Bombay, Delhi, Calcutta, Ran- 
goon, Bangkok, Saigon, Pnom- 
penh, Manila, Hongkong, New 
Guinea, Sydney, Singapore, and

Japan Helicopter and Air 
Transport Co, will inaugurate 
a daily nonstop service between 
Tokyo and Kokura, Kyushu, 
effective Oct. 10 with a fleet of 
DC3 aircraft. It will also 
operate six flights a week be- 
tween Tokyo and Sendai on 
weekdays effective Oct, 10. The 
aircraft to be used on the To- 
kyo-Sendai route from Sept. 16 
will be a 3l-seater DCS3 plane 
instead of the present Heron 
aircraft. The company is now 
operating a daily service be- 
tween Tokyo and Sapporo with 
a fleet of DC3 aircraft at 
passenger load factor of 89 per 
cent, Inauguration of Tokyo- 
Kokura nonstop service will 
make it possible to fly from 
Tokyo to Kokura in 4 hours 
and the return trip in 3 hours 
40 minutes, 


George W. Denny, manager 
for Japan, and E, C. Engledew, 
sales manager for Japan, British 
Overseas Airways Corp., an- 
nounced that total traffic reve- 
nue by the BOAC amcunted to 
£ 48,586,918 and incidental reve- 
nue earned amounted to £417,- 
793, in the 1956-57 fiscal year. 
Expenditure on operating ac- 
count in 1956-57 reached a total 
of £46,942,219. The traffic re- 
venue represents an increase of 
14.5 per cent over the previous 
year and compares with a 
growth of 8.4 per cent in the 
amount of capacity available for 
sale.

BOAC hopes 
to introduce the jetprop Britan- 
nia-312 into service across the 
North Atlantic shortly. 


Peru's air minister, Gen.

An American firm has an- 
nounced the development of a 
new high tensile stainless steel 
which will enable aircraft to 
reach speeds of 2,720 miies an 
hour—four times the speed of 
sound—without heat damage. 
M. R. L. Gray, president of 
the Armco Steel Corp., said 
the steel — PH 15-7 Mo — was 
a low cost aircraft material re- 
sistant to friction heat of 1,000 
degrees. It provided the best 
combination of characteristics 
for aircraft and missiles flying 
up to 2,700 miles per hour of any 
metal available today, he added. 
The new steel contains 15 per 
cent chromium, 7 per cent nic- 
kel and a small percentage of 
molybdenum, It is made in 
conventional electric furnaces 
rolled on continuous strip mills 
and hardened by heat treat- 
ment. Gray said that various 
PH—precipitation hardening — 
steels had been used in the F86 
Sabrejet, the F102A, America’s 
fastest fighter, and the B58 
Hustler, first U.S. supersonic 
bomber. 


Signing of a 20 million dollar 
contract for purchase of three 
707 intercontinental jet airliners 
by Varig airlines of Brazil is 
announced by the Boeing Air- 
plane Co. The new jets will be 
used in nonstop passenger serv- 
ice between New York and Rio 
de Janeiro, cutting flight time 
to about 9% hours, or by about 
one half. The contract includ- 
ed spare engines and parts, a 
spokesman for Boeing said. 
First delivery of the planes was 
scheduled for July 1960. The 
jets will accommodate 110 
passengers and have normal 
cruising speed of 550 to 660 
miles an hour. The sale to 
Varig brings to 13 the number 
of airlines which have  pur-

Lord Douglas of Kirtleside, 

retiring president of the Inter- 


national Air Transport Assn. 
(IATA), Monday deplored 
United States disapproval of 


airline plans for higher fares. 
Without mentioning the U.S. 
Civil Aeronautics Board by 
name, Lord Douglas attacked 
that agency’s refusal earlier this 
year to allow U.S. airlines to 
join in fare increases approv- 
ed by IATA. For competitive 
reasons, airlines of other na- 
tions thereupon had to aban- 
don the higher fares which they 
feit they needed. He told the 
opening session of the IATA 
annual general meeting in 
Madrid that the proposed in- 
crease was small and applied 
only to certain areas. He said 
it was a serious matter for 
most of the airlines involved 
that the increased fares did 
not go into effect on the trans- 
Atlantic routes because of the 
lack of required Government 
approvals. Lord Douglas open- 
ed the five-day conference of 
the world’s major airlines and 
then turned the gavel over to 
the new president of IATA, En- 
gineer Tomas Delgado y Perez 
de Alba, president of Iberia 
Spanish Airlines. About 250 
executives from 79 airlines in 
50 countries heard Lord Doug- 
las outline commercial aviation 


problems. 


The need for greater income 
to meet soaring costs was also 
voiced by Sir William Hildred, 
director general of IATA, in 
an annual report at the gen- 
eral assembly in Madrid. He 
said the airlines “have no room 
to turn-—we are caught in the 
great financial squeeze as costs 


rise faster than revenues...We 
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are not asking for a great in- 
crease—a few per cent at the 
most—so as to provide certain 
substance to our narrow profit 
margin and to make sure that, 
even as operating revenues rise, 
it remains no more than a 
constant infinitesimal percent- 
age,” Sir William said. “This 
does not mean that we have 
set aside the policy of develop- 
ing new low fares to attract 
the currently untapped strata 
of the travel market. But it 
does mean that we are trying 
to lift the whole rate structure 
just a fraction higher. That 
little fraction means all the dif- 
ference in the world between 
an industry developing soundly 
and an industry floundering 
into deficit and in danger of 
having to fall back on public 
aid.” The proposed new fares 
will be worked out at an IATA 
traffic conference in Miami, 
Fla., this autumn. They 
must be approved by the Govy- 
ernments involved before they 
can take effect,

Willem Deswarte, Sabena pres- 
ident, said the transaction was 
cleared with the U.S. State De- 
partment, but only after over- 
coming initial sentiment against 
the deal on the part of Amer- 
ican officials. It is reported that 
the price is in the neighborhood 
of two million dollars for the 
three 40:passenger planes and a 
substantial number of spare 
parts. 


U.S. Expected 
To Conclude 
Surplus Pact 


WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The United States is ex- 
pected to agree to sell $47,300,- 
000 worth of surplus farm 
products to Japan for yen. 


Officials said the United 
States had received many 
similar requests from. other 
countries but it seemed likely 
that an agreement with Japan, 
the third since 1955, would be 
negotiated by the end of the 
year. 


A Japanes? note, submitted 
to the State Department this 
week, also requested more 
favorable terms than _ those 
embodied in the earlier agree- 
ments. 


It sought an agreement to 
permit Japan to borrow 80 per 
cent of the yen accruing from 


the purchase for economic de- 
velopment, 


The first surplus purchase 
agreement allocated 70 per cent, 
increased to 75 per cent in the 
second agreement, for such pur- 
poses. The remaining yen funds 
were used by the United States 
to finance its diplomatic ac- 
tivities in Japan. 


Washington officials said they 
could not predict if Japan would 
receive the requested increase, 


They noted, however, that the 
United States had permitted two 
Or three other countries to bor- 
row 80 per cent of the local cur- 
rencies involved in surplus com- 
modity sales. 


Japan’s new request covered 
380,000 tons of wheat, 80,000 
tons of barley, and 100,000 bales 
of cotton. 


The first agreement, signed in 
May 1955, was an 85 million dol- 
lars authorization for purchases 
of wheat, barley, rice, cotton 
and tobacco. 


The second, signed in Febru- 
ary 1956, was for $65,800,000 for 
wheat, barley, cotton, tobacco 
and corn and other food grains. |

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German Unity 
The division of Germany into two separate entities— 
one a free, democratic federal republic and the other a 
Communist-ridden territory held in awe by a Soviet Rus- 


sian army—continues to be 


Europe’s chief problem and 


one of the world’s fundamental issues. 

Russia has always regarded a powerful Germany on 
her western border and a powerful Japan to the east as the 
chief obstacles to her own expansion, and consequently 
Moscow looks upon the results of World War II, so far 
as they affect these two countries, with satisfaction. But 
Moscow also understands very well that the peoples who 
inhabit these two countries are vigorous, enterprising and 
technically skilled. The postwar problem for the Soviet 
regime is therefore to keep both countries, as far as pos- 
sible, from rising again to top rank among the powers. 

Although stripped of her overseas possessions, Japan 
remains intact, but so far Moscow has been able to secure 
the continuance of the division of Germany into two parts, 
over one of which it exerts a control which is to all intents 


and purposes absolute. 


Neverthetess, it is in the nature of things thet this divi- 


sion cannot be continued indefinitely. 


None can believe 


that the German people will never again be reunited. Mos- 
cow’s barely camouflaged opposition to the very idea of 
reunification, in fact, may make that reunification the more 


certain. 


For a Russian claim to the right to dominate over 


even a section of the German people is so out of accord 
with modern ideas of self-determination of peoples and the 
principles of the United Nations Charter that it is morally 
abhorrent to the rest of the world. 

Sooner or later, Soviet Russia will have to give way and 
accord the right of the whole German people to live as they 
wish, unfettered by the selfish interests of the Communist 
lJeaders and their rag bag of worn-out economic doctrines. 
But Moscow seems determined to put off what it considers 
an evil day as long as possible. 

Not only does it detest the notion of a strong and free 
united Germany but it fears that reunification must in- 
volve its abandonment of the Red regime which, aided by 
the presence of Russian soldiers, now holds East Germany 
in its grip. And such abandonment, Moscow thinks, and 
probably with good reason, would weaken its claim to be 
the leader of international communism. That in turn would 
mean that the Soviet leaders might be unable to use com- 
munism and Communists much longer as tools for their 


own imperialist plans. 


The proposal just made by a group of U.S. senators 
that the Big Four powers, along with Germany, should 
make a renewed effort to negotiate on German reunifica- 
tion as soon as possible will not be welcomed in Moscow 


which dodges responsibility 


by declaring that reunifica- 


tion must come through direct negotiations between West 
and East Germany. And as reunification, other than on 
Communist terms, must mean the disappearance of the 
Red camarilla in the East, this is tantamount to an inde- 


finite delaying action. 


Meat Without Spinach 


Japanese are eating more meat, eggs and milk products. 


This 


postwar trend has been commonly known, but 


Statistics given out recently by the Welfare Ministry seem 


almost fantastic. 


A survey of the population’s eating habits in 1956 shows 
that in a period of just one year the increase was 30 per 
cent for meat, 45 per cent for milk and 12 per cent for eggs. 

We read this as good news, for a deficiency in the 
nutritious elements supplied by these foods has long kept 


the nation’s health standard down. 


According to the 


experts, the present rate of consuming animal fats is within 
» per cent of what it should be and of proteins 4 per cent. 

But the picture is not all rosy. For at the same time 
as this remarkable improvement was being registered in 
one part of the diet there was an inexplicable worsening in 
another part. Green leaf vegetables dropped heavily in 


populariiy. 


The result of this imbalance showed up in an increasing 
incidence of beriberi and other dietary diseases. Specifical- 
ly, the investigators found the following deficiencies: 
calcium, 40 per cent; vitamin A, 60 per cent; vitamin BI, 
45) per cent, and vitamin C, 25 per cent. 

What we make out of all this is that while Japanese 
are undergoing a revolutionary change in their eating 
habits, there is a danger that improvements may be 
cancelled out by new habits that are injurious to good 
health, The situation calls for an educational program. 
Meat eating is to be encouraged but not at the expense 


of other essential foods. 


Fwo other reports, from the Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry, bear out the conclusion of an unbalanced diet. One 
happily tells of increases in livestock and dairy production, 
while the other points out a lag in agriculture—except for 


rice and wheat. 


To a very great extent what people eat is determined by 
what is available. Thus it is obvious that from a national 
health standpoint truck farming and animal husbandry 
should be strongly encouraged.

Asahi Shimbun called on For- 
eign Minister Fujiyama and 
other delegates to the United 
Nations to exert all possible ef- 
forts to ease tensions between 
the two opposing camps of the 
world, At the same time, Fuji- 
yama should make efforts to 
wipe out the critical attitude 
toward Japan displayed in some 
Asian nations—for which “Prime 
Minister Kishi was responsible.” 
This is of vital importance for 
Japan as Foreign Minister Fujji- 
yama’s foreign policy is attach- 
ing great importance to coopera- 
tion with other Asian countries, 
the paper stressed. 


Mainichi Shimbun hoped that 
Japan and the Soviet Union 
will reach a tangible agreement 
in the course of their present 
trade negotiations. World trade 
markets are tending to become 
Narrow, and, therefore, a pos- 
sible opening of a new trade 
market is welcome, the paper 
Said. It is possible to predict 
a marked development in the 
two nations’ trade relations as 
the Soviet Union’s plan to de- 
velop Siberia progresses, the 
paper said.

Yomiuri Shimbun urged the 
need of an early adoption of 
reasonable fees to be paid to the 
medical profession under the 
health insurance system.

Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
took up the merger on Sept. 10 
of the split Japan Farmers 
Union and the Council for Uni- 
fication of Farmers Fronts. In 
postwar years, the Japan 
Farmers Union disintegrated 
due to the factional strife be- 
tween pro-Communist and pro: 
Socialist groups, the paper said. 
In order that the newly reuni- 
fied body may develop into an 
active farmers’ movement, it is 
necessary to prevent factional 
strife from flaring up again, the 
paper said. At the same time, 
the new body should cooperate 
with other labor bodies to 
assure the successful develop- 
ment of the movement, the 
paper said, 


Nigeria Moves Forward 


Another Protectorate 


Nigeriz. is taking her greatest 
single stride toward self-gov- 
ernment, Last Friday the 
Governor General dissolved “he 
existing Council of Ministers. 
which had hitherto played a 
major role in the government 
of the federation, and invited 
a Nigerian political leader, a 
man able to command a major- 
ity in the House of Represen- 
tatives, to form a Government. 

With the appointment of the 
new Prime Minister—Alhaji 
Abubakar Tafawa _ Balewa, 
leader of the Northern People’s 
Congress in the Federal House 
of Representatives and Minis- 
ter of Transport in the out- 
going Government — Nigeria, 
quite soon liable to become a 
full member of the Common- 
wealth, will for the first time 
have a local man to head a 
government responsible to and 
for the whole country. 

This new phase in the con- 
stitutional development of 
Nigeria derives from the con- 
ference held in London earlier 
this year. For that supremely 
important event the Premiers 
of the three regions, north, 
east and west, accompanied by 
representatives of all shades of 
political opinion from all over 
Nigeria, including the federal 
Government ministers, assembl- 
ed in May. After 12 plenary 
sessions and numerous meet- 
ings by subcommittees it was 
found possible for the United 
Kingdom Government to grant 
full regional self-government to 
those regions asking for it and 
for amendments to be made to 
the central constitution provid- 
ing for a greater degree of 
federal self-government prior 
to the assumption of independ. 
ence, 

Economic Outlook 

Against this background of 
political development must be 
placed the economic progress of 
the country. External trade in 
1956 reached an all-time record 
totaling. above 287 million 
pounds, a deficit in exports be- 
ing met from accumulated 
balances. Capital goods requir- 
ed for industrial projects ac- 
counted for about one-third of 
total imports; the fall in the 
value of exports was a refiec- 
tion of the downward trend 
in world prices and not one of 
quantity, the fall in the price 
of cocoa being the principal 
factor. 

New industries in the terri- 
tory are forging ahead. New 
cement works have been estab- 
lished in association with Brit- 
ish companies, textile mills have 
been opened, and plants manu- 
facturing plastics and soap, as 
well as light metal industries 
have been set up. 

The forward movement in the 
establishment of social services 
—eduecation, health and social 
welfare—is to be marked by a 
visit from the Princess Royal 
in November. Her Royal High- 
ness is to open the Teaching 
Hospital at Ibadan and the 
Headquarters Branch, at Zaria, 
of the Nigerian College of Arts, 
Science and Technology. 


Biggest Party 

The ever increasing span of 
the social services alongside the 
rapid tempo of the industrializa- 
tion of a fast developing country 
has brought about a desire for 
political freedom and the ulti- 
mate removal of control from 
London. 

The National Council for Ni- 
geria and the Cameroons is the 
largest and most influential po- 
litical party, It is heaaed by 
Dr, Nnamdi Azikiwe, Premier 
of the Eastern Region, known 
through West Africa as “Zik.”

The Action Group, a political 
formation originating in the 
Western Region, is violently op- 
posed to the National Council of 
Nigeria and the Cameroons.

The Moslems of the North are 
those behind the Northern Peo- 
ple’s Congress led by Premier 
Mallam Ahmadu, Sardauna of 
Sokoto. It is from this party 
that the Governor General has 
chosen Balewa, as the leader 
with a majority of supporters in 
the Federal House of Represen- 
tatives. It seems that the selec- 
tion of a Northerner, who is 
much respected, will be widely 
approved. 

Greatest Need 

If federal self-government is 
to come in the course of the 
next few years the greatest 
need for Nigeria in the im- 
mediate future is _ political 
stability. A situation could be 
brought about in which strife 
between the political parties at 
the center of government would 
grievously hamper future de- 
velopment. World investors 
have show keen interest in 


many mooted industrial pro- 
jects; few are so scared « f politi- 
cal unrest as those with in- 
dustrial plans. 

During the years ahead Nige- 
rian politicians, and all Nigeri- 
ans in all three regions, will 
have an opportunity to gain 
world confidence. The reins of 
government of the country, 
more than half as large again 
as France, with a population of 
some 31 million people, many 
of whom live in their tradition- 
al tribal ways far removed from 
the complications of modern 
society, are slowly being hand 
ed over. The integrity of many 
men will be required to bring 
about the creation of a modern 
state. In the last 12 years im- 
mense changes have been 
wrought to bring Nigeria to the 
threshold upon which the 
country now stands. 


The London Conference of 
last May and June was the test- 
ing ground for goodwill toward 
each other by all interested 
parties. The stage has now 
been reached when the real test 
of statesmanship begins. (LPS)

‘During my stay in the United 
States, there were some pheno- 
mena that struck me as partl- 
cularly American, What is 
really American in them is 
rather difficult to show. But lL 
can make a provisional list of 
them and present it as Ameri- 
cana. 


First of all, I saw many 
churches of different denomina- 
tions in America. I think it 
is difficult for a foreign visitor 
to familarize himself with the 
names of so many churches in- 
cluding some new religious 
movements. And despite this 
diversifying trend, I have also 
noticed mass conversion or 
mass appeal as attempted by 
Billy Graham and Bishop Ful- 
ton Sheen, which seemed to 
reveal a remarkable uniformity 
in religious experiences. 

The influx of immigrants of 
various faiths certainly § ac- 
counts for the existence of so 
many churches, But there are 
also many other originally 
American movements. Uni- 
tarianism, Mormonism (Church 


museums are free to the public. 
Most universities seem to be 
dedicated to the education of 
the wider segment of people 
rather than the elite. Sym- 
phonic music is appreciated by 
the people also through tremen- 
dous sale of music records. And 
in this land of jazz, even clas- 
sical music can be adapted to 
popular taste. Nobody seems 
to feel it a sacrilege. 

I am contrasting this Amerl- 
can scene to what I saw in Eu- 
rope or right here in Japan. 

Usually you have to pay ad- 
mission fees to enter museums. 
Apart from the postwar Amer- 
ican influence, university edu- 
cation is characterized by the 
rather aristocratic idea _ of 
higher learning. And classical 
music seems to be closely guard- 
ed by the art-for-arts-sake atti- 
tude. 

If I may attempt a rather 
bold comparison, 1 would say 
culture in Europe or Asia_ is 
something that must be sought 
by the people, while in America 
it is something that must be 
made available to the people. 
Each ethnic group in the Unit- 
ed States may embody some 
cultural tradition. But America 
as a whole, I think, has almost

America once had established 
churches. Nowadays, however, 
it is very hard to imagine ‘he 
bygone days. 

This diversification and 
multiplication of churches 1s 
the outcome of dissent and is, 
I think, a development that is 
quite’ natural in the New 
World where men are free 
from shackles of tradition. 

Mormonism, for example, is 
one of the most amazing religi- 
ous movements in America. 
In addition to the Bible, it has 
the whole Book of Mormon 
which contains the revelations 
to Joseph Smith, the founder of 
the religion, Though there are 
many sects in other parts of 
the world which claim to 
possess new revelations, none 
of them reached a _ position 
of prominence and authority 
as Mormons did despite strong 
opposition and even persecu- 
tion, 

On the other hand, the Ameri- 
can people seem to be sus- 
ceptible to a sort of mass 
religious experience, The 
Great Revival may have been 
just the other side of the same 
medal, if it is viewed in rela- 
tionship to the rise of new 
religious movements. But even 
today, crowds are jampacking 
Madison Square Garden to hear 
Billy Graham. People are >!30 
turning on their TV sets to 
hear Bishop Sheen, who turns 
out to be a good performer +n 
the screen. Certainly, modern 
means and technology are *:elp- 
ing them. But the mass 
religious appeal still remains 
as something remarkable, Per. 
haps you must be a good 
psychologist to understand this 
kind of phenomena. Incidenta]- 
ly, psychology and psy- 
choanalysis seem to be much in 
favor in America. 

I would place in the second 
place in my list of Americana 
the excellent cultural facilities 
made available and also adapted 
to the people. But I do not 
know how frequently these 
facilities are actually used by 
the people. 

In the colonial days, not a 
single museum graced the land- 
scape of America. Today, there 
are many excellent universities, 


down to posterity by the entire 
American people. Before such 
tradition is born, culture must 
be, so to speak, thrust upon the 
people through various cultural 
facilities. It must be made avail- 
able and accessible to the people. 

America is a large melting 
pot of different peoples and dif- 
ferent cultures. We see today 
already something entirely new 
in this New World. I heard 
some critics say America has no 
culture in the traditional sense. 
But we can expect to see it 
tomorrow. The New World is 
still shaping itself. The out- 
come will be a new chapter in 
the history of man.
